In the year two thousand and sixteen, on the twenty-first of June,

Duchy of Luxembourg, 

was held an extraordinary general meeting (the Meeting) of the 
shareholders of TA EU Acquisitions S.a r.l., a Luxembourg private limited 
liability company (“ societe a responsabilite limitee”), with its registered office at 
L-2163 Luxembourg, 40, avenue Monterey, registered with the Luxembourg 
Register of Commerce and Companies (“ Registre de Commerce et des 
Societes”), under the number B 161381, incorporated pursuant to a deed of 
MaTtre Francis Kesseler, notary residing in Esch sur Alzette, Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg, on 21 March 2011, published in the Memorial C, Recueil des 
Societes et Associations (the Memorial C), number 1965 of 26 August 2011 
(the Company). The articles of incorporation of the Company have been 
amended and fully restated pursuant to a deed of MaTtre Francis Kesseler, 
prenamed, on 1 st April 2011, published in the Memorial C, number 2317 of 29 
September 201 1 (the Articles).

(5) TA Investors III L.P., a limited partnership organized under the 
laws of the State of Delaware, United States of America, having its registered 
offices at The Corporation Trust Company, Corporation Trust Center, 1209 
Orange Street, Wilmington, New Castle Country, Delaware 19801, United 
States of America and registered with the Secretary of State of the State of 
Delaware under number 4501994 (TA Investors III, and together with TA XI, 
TA AP VI, TA SPF II and TA SPF ll-A, the Shareholders), 

each of the Shareholders being hereby validly represented by Mrs 
Morgane Him, employee, with professional address at 40, Avenue Monterey, 
L-2163 Luxembourg, by virtue of five (5) proxies given under private seal. 

The said proxies, after having been signed “ne varietur J ’ by the 
proxyholder of the appearing parties and the undersigned notary, will remain 
annexed to the present deed for the purpose of registration. 

The appearing parties, represented as stated hereabove, have 
requested the undersigned notary to enact the following: 

I. The share capital of the Company is set at one million two hundred 
and twelve thousand four hundred and eighty Euros (EUR 1,212,480), 
represented by (i) one hundred twenty-one thousand two hundred forty-eight 
(121,248) class A shares, (ii) one hundred twenty-one thousand two hundred 
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forty-eight (121,248) class B shares, (iii) one hundred twenty-one thousand 
two hundred forty-eight (121,248) class C shares, (iv) one hundred twenty-one 
thousand two hundred forty-eight (121,248) class D shares, (v) one hundred 
twenty-one thousand two hundred forty-eight (121,248) class E shares, (vi) 
one hundred twenty-one thousand two hundred forty-eight (121,248) class F 
shares, (vii) one hundred twenty-one thousand two hundred forty-eight 
(121,248) class G shares, (viii) one hundred twenty-one thousand two 
hundred forty-eight (121,248) class H shares, (ix) one hundred twenty-one 
thousand two hundred forty-eight (121,248) class I shares and (x) one 
hundred twenty-one thousand two hundred forty-eight (121,248) class J 
shares, having a par value of one Euro (EUR 1.-) each, all subscribed and 
fully paid up. 

II. The Shareholders hold all the shares in the share capital of the 
Company. 

III. The agenda is worded as follows: 

1. Decision to dissolve and to put the Company into liquidation; 

2. Appointment of a liquidator; 

3. Determination of the powers of said liquidator; 

4. Determination of the remuneration of said liquidator. 

IV. Pursuant to article 16.1. of the Articles, the Company may be 
dissolved at any time by a resolution of the shareholders adopted with the 
consent of a majority (in number) of shareholders owning at least three 
quarters of the share capital. Pursuant to article 16.2 of the Articles, the 
shareholders shall appoint one or more liquidators, who need not be 
shareholders, to carry out the liquidation, and determine their number, powers 
and remuneration. Unless otherwise decided by the shareholders, the 
liquidators shall have the broadest powers available under applicable law to 
realise the Company's assets and pay its liabilities, it being specified that the 
liquidation surplus of the Company is to be disposed of in the manner 
provided for in Article 15 of the Articles. 

V. The Shareholders, duly represented, then unanimously take the 
following resolutions: 

FIRST RESOLUTION: 
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The Shareholders resolve to dissolve the Company and to put it into 
liquidation as of the present date. 

SECOND RESOLUTION: 

The Shareholders resolve to appoint TA XI L.P., prenamed, as liquidator. 

THIRD RESOLUTION: 

The Shareholders resolve to confer to the liquidator the broadest powers 
as defined in articles 144 and seq. of the Luxembourg law of 10 August 1915 
on commercial companies, as amended (the “Law”). 

The liquidator may bring and defend all actions on behalf of the 
Company, receive all payments, grant releases with or without discharge, 
realize all the assets of the Company and reemploy the proceeds therefrom, 
issue or endorse any negotiable instruments, compound or compromise all 
claims. 

The liquidator is empowered to discharge the Registrar of Mortgages 
( Conservateur des Hypotheques ) from registration of mortgages, to renounce 
all rights whether real or preferential, mortgages, resolutory actions, as well as 
to grant release with or without payment of all mortgage or preferential 
registrations, other registrations, distraints, seizures, attachments and 
foreclosings or other hindrances. 

The liquidator is exempted from the obligation of drawing up an 
inventory, and may in this respect rely fully on the books of the Company. 

The liquidator may, under his own responsibility and regarding special or 
specific operations, delegate such part of his powers and for such duration as 
he may deem fit, to one or several representatives. 

The liquidator shall also be empowered and authorized to make, at its 
sole discretion, advance payments in cash or in kind of the liquidation 
proceeds (borti de liquidation) to the Shareholders of the Company, whereby 
any payment or advance payment to the Shareholders shall be made in 
accordance with the Law and the provisions of the Articles. 

FOURTH RESOLUTION: 

The Shareholders resolve that the liquidator shall be remunerated 
according to standard practice. 

EXPENSES: 
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The expenses, costs, fees and charges of any kind whatsoever, which 
fall to be paid by the Company as a result of this document, are estimated at 
approximately two thousand two hundred fifty Euro (EUR 2,250.-). 

The undersigned notary, who understands and speaks English, states 
herewith that on request of the above appearing parties, the present deed is 
worded in English followed by a French translation. On request of the same 
appearing parties and in case of divergences between the English and the 
French text, the English version will prevail.
